adm inistrators, 
H aworth 
said: 


MUST SPLIT COST 


“They w ere virtually u nanim ­ 
ous in the belief that some system 
m ust be devised 
w hereby 
the 
state 
and 
federal 
government 
split the cost of direct relief, just 
as they do the cost of old-age as­ 
sistance and 
aid 
to 
dependent 
children. 
“So long as the Federal G overn­ 
m ent shares in these other forms 
of relief on a m atching basis while 
failing to do so as regards direct 
relief, the m atching program s are 
going to be 
favored 
over 
that 
which m ust come entirely out of 
the State Treasury. 
“For we now realize that 
local 
com munities can no longer be ex ­ 
pected to bear a large part of the 
burden. 
In fact, there are 
few 
indeed in Missouri which 
have 
taken as good care of their indi­ 
gent citizens as have 
the 
good 
people of Buchanan County.” 


B uchanan County has voted two 
bond issues for direct relief p u r­ 
poses. 
It is one of the few- coun­ 
ties in the state which has tried to 
supply 40 per cent of the money 
for direct relief, as asked by the 
Social Security Commission.

complete illiterates in the United 
State's, and at least 10,000,000 ad- i

inhabitants

listed as literates simply because

write 
their 
names. 
This unlittered section of the pop­ 
ulation 
was above grade school 
age. 
By last June 30. the WPA 
had brought 1,000,000 
of 
these 
folk to the level 
of 
"functional 
literacy," which is the ability to 
write a letter and read a news­ 
paper. 
The WPA has undertaken 
to 
teach 250,000 
persons 
over 
16 
years of age to read 
and 
write j 
during the current school season. 
In November the Missouri WPA 
had 382 literacy and naturaliza­ 
tion classes, located in cities, small 
towns and rural districts. 
According to the 1930 
census, 
there 
were 
60,000 
Missourians 
over 10 years of age who could 
not read and write.

is not entirely composed of foreign 
born and Negroes, as one might 
suppose.
